The time was the midnight of the 
Dark Ages. Murder and rapine were 
rampant through the earth. Strength 
was the God men worshipped.

Superstition was a stronger incentive 
to action than religion; nay, was the 
only religion of the multitude, When 
the pessimist of to-day whines out his
